S.O. 479.— In exorcise of the powers conferred by section 169 of the Representa¬ 
tion of the Peonle Act, 1951 (43 of 19511, the Central Government, after consulting 
the Election Commission, hereby makes the following rules further to amend the 
Conduct of Elections Rules, 1961, namely:— 

1. Short title. —These rules mav be called the Conduct of Elections (Second 
Amendment) Rules. 1971. 

2. Amendment of rule 27 —In m'n 27 , -r the Conduct of Elections Rules, 1 r '01 
(hereinafter referred to as the “said Rules"), in sub-rule (1). for .the words "the 
hour fixed for the close of the n-o'l on the date or the last of the date, fixed for 
the poll", the words “Ihe hour fixed Cor the commencement of counting of 
votes” shall be substituted, 

3. Amendment of rue 49.— In rule 49 of the said Rules, in sub-rule (S), 
clause (h) shall be rele+fered as clause <ii thereof and before the clause as so 
relettered,, the following clause shall be Inserted.' hamely:— 

"(h) in lieu of sub-rule (1) .of rule 45, the following sub-rule shall apply: — 

“(1) The presiding officer rhall at.the close of the poll prepare a ballot 
paper account in Form 16A and enclose it in a separate cover with 
the words “Ballot Paper Account” superscribed thveon”.

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4. Amendment of rule 55.—In rule 55 of the said Rules, for sub-rule (1), the 
following' sub-rules shall be substituted, namely:— 

“(1) The returning officer shall open, or cause to be opened, simultaneously 
the ballot box or boxes used ait more than one polling station and 
shall have the total number of ballot papers found In such box or 
boxes counted and recorded in Part II of Form 16. 

(1A) Discrepancy, if any, between the total number of such ballot papers 
recorded as aforesaid and the total number of ballot papers issued 
to voters as shown in item 3 of Part I of the said Form 16 minus the 
number of ballot papers cancelled as shown in item 4 and the number 
of ballot papers used as tendered ballot papers as shown in item 5 
of that Part, shall also be recorded In Part II of Form 16.”. 

5. Amendment of rule 6.—In rule 56 of the said Rules,— 

(a) for sub-rule (1), the following sub-rule shall be substituted, namely:— 

“(11 Subject to such general or special directions, if any, as may be 
given by Election Commission in this behalf, the ballot papers taken 
out of all boxes used in a constituency shall be mixed together and 
then arranged In convenient bundles and scrutinised.’’; 

(b) for sub-rule (4), the following sub-rule shall be substituted, namely:— 

(4) The returning officer shall endorse on every ballot paper which he 
rejects the word “Rejected” and the grounds of rejection in abbre¬ 
viated form either in his own hand or by means of a rubber stamp 
and shall initial such endorsement.”; 

(c) for sub-rule (7). the following sub-rule and the Explanation shall be 

substituted, namely:— 

“(7) After the counting of all ballot papers contained in all the ballot 
boxes used In a constituency has been completed, the returning 
officer shall make the entries in a result sheet in Form 20 and 
announce the particulars. 

Explanation. —For the purpose of this rule, the expressoin '‘constituency” 
shall, in relation to an election from a parliamentary constituency, 
mean the assembly constituency comprised therein.”- 


6. Amendment of rule 59.—In rule 59, in sub-rule (7) of rule 56A applicable 
in relation to notified polling stations in lieu of rule 56, for the words and figures 
“Form 16”, the words, figures and letter “Form 16A” shall be substituted. 

7. Amendment of Form 13D. —In Form 13D (to be used at an election to the 
House of the People or to the Legislative Assembly of a State) appended to the 
said Rules, in Part II—Instructions for elections,— 

(a) in each of the paragraphs (c) and (f), the letters “P-M.”, shall be 

omitted; 

(b) for the foot-note “‘Here specify thehour and date fixed for the close 

of the poll”, the following moot-note shall be substituted, namely:— 

‘“'‘Here specify the hour and date fixed for the commencement of counting 
of votes.”. 


8. Amendment of Form 13D.— In Form 13D (to be used at an election to the 
Council of States or to the Legislative Council of a State) appended to the sold 
Rules, in Partn—Instructions for electors,— 

(a) in each Of the paragraphs 5 and 6, the letters "P.M.*’ shall be omitted; 

(b) for the foot-note “’Here specify the hour and date fixed for the close 

bf the poll’’, the following foot-note shall be substituted, namely:— 

'“Here specify tJje hpyp and date fixed for the commencement of counting 
of votes ” 
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f). Insertion of new Form 18 and amendment of Form 16-A.—(1) Form 16 shall 

be renumbered as Form 16A and before the Form as so renumbered, the following 
Form shall be inserted, namely:-—
